For Mental Institution? 


About 250.000 new patients will enter 
hospitals in the United States this year 
because of mental illness. And at the pres- 
ent pace, one in every 12 children born 
in this country will spend some time -in 
a mental institution. 

These figures are based on a study by 
Dr. Francis J. Braceland, chief psychia- 
trist at the Institute of Living at Hart- 
ford, Conn. They point up a growing and 
costly problem that the nation must cope 
with. 

Dr. Braceland further reports that 
more than half of the 1,500,000 hospital 
beds in the United States are now de- 
voted to the care of mental illness. The 
number of patients who need prolonged, 
year-after-year care is steadily increas- 
ing at the rate of 10,000 a year. 

About 9,000,000 people—6 per cent of 
the population—suffer from some sort of 
mental disorder. And between 50 and 
70 per cent of all patients coming to doc- 


ese institutions are little more 
The problem has been-neglected long 
enough. Every governmental agency and 
‘ery citizen should concern himself with 
it. The curtain of ignorance should be

sumers. 

We have already had demonstra- 
tions of what regulation on the 
basis of ‘‘reasonable market field 
price’ can mean, That type of reg- 
ulation is now costing the average 
gas heating customer in Colotado 
$11 a year more than he paid under 
the fair-return-on-investment type 
of regulation which prevailed un- 
der previous administrations. 

Actually, the president's advisors 
would give the gas industry all the 
profits it could hope to get without 
regulation but the advisors would 
preserve a sort of fictional federal 
regulation over field prices. 

Gas producers don't want any 
regulation, whether fictional or 
real. On the other hand, nothing 
short of real regulation will satisfy 
the millions of consumers.
